Presently, however, the landlord a r ­ 
rived from W arsaw , w here he had re­ 
ceived word of w hat w as going on at 
his home. 
He w as accom panied by a 
posse of police, and a fte r a few shots 
had been fired and some lively clu b 
work performed, the peasants were 
dislodged and the hou se was restored 
to its owner. The “ k ing” did not want 
lo exchange his throne for a prison, 
bu t the police w ere inexorable. 
It was established tha t the “k ing” 
was nobody bu t Joseph Szewezyk , au 
ou t-of-work impostor, and he was ac­ 
cordingly disposed of. 
Bu t the peas­ 
ants are said to be indexible in their 
belief that lie is their rightfu l mon­ 
arch, and they aw ait the liou i when 
the m achinations of the Repu blicans 
against him shall be defeated.

Warsaw.—“Captain von Koepenlck" 
lias been outdone by Joseph SteW* 
ezyk, and the peasants of Mlloszka 
have shown themselves more cretin 
Ions than even the victims of the Ger­ 
man impostor.

king and throne and court stronger 
or more vital than in a Polish village 
community. 
Taking advantage of the 
latter fact, Joseph Szewczyk. being 
out of work and impecunious, manu­ 
factured a lot of imposing looking 
documents

seals, and with tlie.se easily persuaded 
• be peasants of Mlloszka that lie wa* 
a descendant of the ancient king* of 
Poland, and was the rightful heir to

Following up his • 
memoirs with a volley of pamphlets 
and mixing enthusiastically in a host 
of political intrigues, ho rapidly be­ 
came such a thorn In th# aide of the 
government that tho police made a 


descent on his lodgings, where they 
unearthed 
papers of a treasonable 
character. 
One more “Dauphin” went 
on trial, this time charged with con­ 
spiracy against Hie life of the king 
and the safety of the state. 
lie created a sensation by declar­ 
ing that fie had disclosed his identity 
as the Dauphin to Louis XVIII, but 
had refused to press ids claim to the 
throne at tile time, fearing that it 
would precipitate a civil war. 
He 
told a tale of being rescued from the 
Temple in a basket of laundry and 
of travel in Italy, America and Brazil. 
Twelve years’ imprisonment was the 
penally he received

and returned to the publication of 
further “.Memoirs of the Dauphin.” 
With the Revolution of 1848 the pub 
lie interest in missing 
princes 
had 
waned a good deal. and Richemont 
found himself unable to impress the 
public with his declarations.

NaundortT’s tale was the most re 
markable of all. 
lie arrived in Baris 
in 1833, even dispatching an emissary 
to Richemont’s trial to protest “in the 
name of Naundorff” against the claim 
ant. 
His first act on opening his cam­ 
paign was to send a letter to the 
Due ti esse d’Angouleme, calling upon 
her to appear in court to accord him 
recognition as her brother, the miss­ 
ing prince. 
The result was an Imme­ 
diate opportunity for Naundorff to re­ 
count his story on the stand. 
Rallied to His Call. 
Here, there and everywhere sprang 
up the “Naundorffistes” to rally at his 
call. 
With a full 200 documents In 
support of Ids representations, Naun­ 
dorff was marshaling by far the most 
important mass of evidence yet ad­ 
duced by a claimant to the throne. 
The court heard the evidence and 
banished him from France. 
After a further effort to continue 
his campaign from England, Naun­ 
dorff turned his interest to inventions 
and while on a visit to Holland in 
connection with 
a “discovery” was 
permitted by the Dutch government 
to reside in Del ft. 
St ricken by n 
sudden illness, he died just after his 
wife 
and 
daughter had been sum­ 
moned from England. 
To “Naundorff. 
the inventor,” who had brought Napo­ 
leon.
